Recording the past

“We're just losing an absolute 
treasure of experience that will 
never come again in our lives,” 
commented Marion Anderson who is 
trying to preserve that ‘‘treasure of 
experience’ by recording the per- 
sonalities and lives of older people. 

Marion and her husband Bob are 
coordinating a federally funded 
creative expression class through 
Chaffey College Community Educa- 
tion. The Andersons and their 
volunteers visit residents of local 
convalescent homes to record their 
experiences and the things they've 
learned about living. 

‘We are trying to have a two-way 
street where the rich tapestry of 
these people's lives can reach out 
into the community and we can br- 
ing the community into them,” said 
Mrs. Anderson. 

“So often they feel discarded. 
They feel they've hit the end of the 
road.”’ But retired people have ‘a 
kind of balance and time to think 
The future neéds to be rooted in the 
character of the past,” she added. 

Teenagers who have visited con- 
valescent homes with the Andersons 
have found they can talk with older 
people. In spite of a 65-year 
difference in ages, the teenagers 
discover they are facing problems 
the older people have experienced, 
noted Mrs. Anderson. 


“The struggle in the human heart 


is identical although they're not 
speaking modern language.’ she 
said 


Margaret 


Once upon a time a little Indian 
girl named Margaret Aguilar used 
to raise her dark eyes to the sharply 
blue sky and the white billowing 
clouds above the long inland valley 
of San Bernardino, and wonder at 
the beauty and color of it all 

San Bernardino, Cucamonga 
Upland, all the way to Los Angeles 
seemed her world and home. The 
valley was full of orange and lemon 
groves, and the air with the un- 
forgetable fragrance of their 
blossoms. 

The clearly etched mountains on 
both sides sometimes disappeared 
like magic in the clouds and mists 
that lay heavily on them. Usually 
she could see for miles in all direc- 
tions. 

If she saw a cloud in the distance, 
it was probably her father or his 
neighbors on horseback, traveling 
long hours from place to place. It 
she heard a screech, it was probably 
the cry of a small animal in the 
fields. as a hawk, hanging almost 
motionless in the sky, which 
dropped with astounding speed 
straight down on what its 
penetrating eyes had spotted far 
below 

Margaret Aguilar Cope is 83. But 
her age is not as important as her 
heritage and character. Her roots go 
far deeper in this land than most of 
ours. Her ancestors were here long 
before America was “discovered.” 
She is one of the original Americans 

Her family has deep roots in 
California. Her great-grandfather 
lived in Los Angeles under Pio Pico, 
the last Mexican governor of the 
state. He came by oxen from far- 
away, but it is so long ago she 
doesn’t remember where he came 
from. 
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The Andersons have become good 
friends with many of the people they 
have interviewed. Mrs. Anderson 
said, ‘‘Unless you really love people, 
they aren't about to let you into the 
deep things — especially if there's 
sorrow. There is great trust on their 
part to allow their stories to be used 
to help others.” 

‘We're not writers, but we have a 
passionate conviction. I would like 
to see a book the older Americans, 
the lost million speaking to us all 
from their accumulated ex- 
perience,” she said. 

The people they have interviewed 
include a man who recycles junk 
into artistic pieces; a woman who 
was once a hard-working Nebraska 
farm girl and now spreads hap- 
piness with her hand-made Raggedy 
Ann dolls: a woman whose faimly 
lived in California before it was a 
state: a man whose father was a 
U.S. marshal in Oklahoma Territory 
where he tried to convince outlaws 
to surrender and change their lives 

Mrs. Anderson said the creative 
expression volunteers try to find the 
key characteristic of each person 
‘a window into the lite of a person's 
spirit.” 

One of the most precious 
characteristics is a *‘a really firm. 
tearless faith,” commented Ander- 
son. ‘Some peopie really have it and 
some just talk it.’ he added. 

The creative expression project 
has changed the older people, 
Anderson said. ‘Nearly all are more 
at ease and outgoing. They are hap- 
pier with life than they were before

they found a couple of new friends.” 

Mrs. Anderson said that older peo- 
ple gain a ‘‘sense of self-worth and 
esteem when they realize they have 
something to give and are ap- 
preciated for it.” 

After individual interviews, the 
creative expression volunteers 
gather the people together and read 
their stories to them. “‘The sparks 
begin to flow and people begin to 
converse. It changes the whole at- 
mosphere,” said Mrs, Anderson. 

“It’s no easy thing to live in peace 
in a convalescent home with 
different characters with wants, 
fears and sorrows,” noted Ander- 
son. 

Bob Anderson who is 72 years old, 
and Marion, 68, are still surprised to 
find themselves coordinating the 
creative expression project. Ander- 
son had a career in business and, 
Mrs. Anderson was an actress who 
appeared in such films as “‘The 
Barretts of Wimpole Street’’ and 
“Peter Pan.” 

They traveled around the world 
with ‘Moral Rearmament”™ making 
plays and films. “Little did we 
dream we would sit in a little con- 
valescent home and find it thrilling. 
The potential is just as great,”’ said 
Mrs. Anderson. 

The stories are being duplicated 
for use in Chaffey College classes. 
But Mrs. Anderson would like to see 
the project on a wider scale. 

“Td love to see vignette films that 
would show the quality of a person's 
life, the unique contribution they 
have to give,”’ she said 


Cope remembers 


Her grandfather owned land and 
cattle in San Bernardino and nearby 
Hemet, which he sold for practically 
nothing. Being too generous for his 
own good, when someone said they 
couldn't pay What they owed he 
would shrug and say, “Oh, just 
forget it.” 

Margaret's mother, of Spanish 
descent, eloped when she was only 
14. Margaret remembers a favorite 
family story of when her father was 
courting her mother. He would ride 
on horseback from San Bernardino 
to Santa Barbara. 

One night he bedded down in the 
dark in an enclosed field and found, 
when he awoke in the morning. he 
was sleeping on a grave. ‘No Indian 
ever jumped on his horse and rode 
away faster,” she said with a laugh. 

Her parents had 15 children with 
Margaret in the middle. ‘I was a 
tomboy,”’ she remembered. “I was 
always knocking things over. I 
started the mischief and either 
finished it or got out of it. When my 
little brother got into my things I'd 
slap him and then give him candy or 
something to keep quiet. Can’t tell 
me I wasn't smart. 

“I got a spanking three or four 
times a day. I was full of ‘vinegar’ 
like my father. I could be a wild In- 
dian right now if I wanted! But I 
never rode the horses — somehow I 
was afraid,” she said. 

Margaret's memories of her 
childhood are still clear. The crude 
wooden house she lived in had large 
cracks through which the wind and 
cold penetrated easily. ‘But nobody 
died from the cold. I guess we were 
tough — we had to be. We made our 
own fun. We loved to dance the In- 
dian dances,”’ she said.

All the family, including the 
children, had to work very hard. 
They were living in the San Jacinto 
mountains when her father lost his 
arm in a saw mill accident, and they 
had to work harder than ever. As 
soon as he was able, her father went 
right on — his wife ploughing beside 
him. carrying her baby on her arm. 
They picked and packed apricots, 
oranges and lemons 

For a period the children attended 
government school in Riverside es- 
tablished to educate the Indians. 
They had to board there and were 
not allowed to speak their own 
language. ‘“‘We had to speak 
American.” It was a tragedy for her 
and the children she knew — as if 
their own language was somehow a 
disgrace. ‘I was made — I am still 
mad about it. We used to cry like 
coyotes from sheer loneliness,’ she 
said. 

But no one could rob this Indian 
family of their happiness and joy in 
being together. “We had lots of love 
and enough to eat. We grew all the 
vegetables we needed. My Dad had 
some cattle. My mother canned a 
lot. Clothes were given by the 
churches. We rotated crops ‘and 
traded with our neighbors. Never 
sold it, but traded or gave it." 

“Money wasn’t God then. Who 
was our God? God Himself. We 
were mission Indians and we always 
went to church. I remember driving 
with horses and old wagons all the 
way to the Plaza Church in Los 
Angeles. In Santa Barbara they used 
to call us ‘the covered-wagon girls,” 
commented Margaret. 

The family gathered herbs at the 
Prado River. They would all go ina 
wagon and swim and then pick 
herbs. One special herb was called 
Yerba Mansa. 

She remembered a time of crisis 
when she had a badly swollen leg 
from the bite of a Black Widow 
spider. *‘Of course it would be me. I 
didn't have sense enough to be 
seared. I wasn't even crying. But an 
old Indian neighbor heard my 
mother had a very sick girl. 

“She came at once and tried to 
talk to mama in her tongue, but my 
mother could only speak Spansih 
and English. Finally the signs and 
gestures made her realize the old 
woman must mean garlic. When it 
was brought, she crushed it ina 
small cloth bag and put it on my Teg. 
She kept at it all day and all night 
until it got well. 

‘‘T have grandchildren, 14, 18, 12, 
and they are darlings. How can I 
have grandchildren when I never 
had a child of my own? My daughter 
is adopted. She has Indian blood — a 
beautiful girl. Her husband is«an 
Oklahoma Indian.” 

She said, *‘My family is closing up 
though. My younger brother and I 
are the last. Families don't have 
what they used to have. We've lost 
something. I don’t know where we 
lost it. Maybe it’s T.V. We don't 
have the tight, warm family life 
We're flying around too fast. Now 
there is clash. You have to pay a 
pricetfor unity,” Margaret conelud- 
ed.

Photos displayed at Plaza

Upland photographer Bob 
Baumann uses hot water to turn a 
standard picture into something 
special. An exhibit of his 
photographic abstracts, special 
effects and portraits will be dis- 
played at Montclair Plaza June 2-9. 

Photographs by students from 
Chaffey, Mt. San Antonio and Citrus 
colleges also will be displayed. 

Although some of the photographs 
are portraits of people or animals, 
the emphasis of the exhibit is on tex- 
ture and movement. 

Baumann creates the effect of 
feathres, leaf veins, flames or 
bubbles by placing drops of hot 
watef on exposed negatives. Other 


special effects are created by 
sandwiching together two negatives 
to combine their image. 

An abstract swirl pattern with a 
feeling of movement was created by 
using hot water on blank film expos- 
ed to room light. Baumann also used 
water to blur the sharp figure of a 
man with a jumprope. The blur 
shows the jumping movement better 
than the original clear image, he 
said. 

Other photographs in the exhibit 
contrast body shapes and abstract 
shapes or patterns. One abstract 
looks like several microscopic 
protozoa congregating, another like 
a beach scene. 

Baumann took 14 exposures — one 


daylight and 13 at night — to get a 
photograph of orchard smudgepots 
burning at night. 

He specializes in portraits that 
‘show something of the personality. 
I show the person as natural as I 
can,”’ he said. His goal is to show the 
people at their best and to present 
them naturally as their families see 
them. 

Dogs and cats also are subjects 
for portraits. ‘‘We do everything in 
the studio except horses, which we 
take outside,’ Baumann said. A 
problem with large dogs such as 
Great Danes and English bulidogs is 
they're ‘‘so solid you can’t move 
them,” for a better pose, he said.

Spanish Trails Girl Scout Council 
offers a wide range of day and resi- 
dent camping experiences at 20 
locations for girls from six years 
through high school seniors. 

Registration for council camps 
may be made by girls within the 
scouting ranks and by those who are 
not Girl Scouts. 

Spanish Trails receives funds to 
assist girls who need financial help 
in order to attend day or resident 
camps through the Los Angeles 
Times campership fund and from 
donations by organizations and in- 
dividuals within its 33 communities. 
Applications for these funds are 


available at the council office. 
Parents may apply if there is a need 
for assistance with part or all of the 
camp fees. Community 
organizations may participate in 
this program by contributing to 
campership funds. 

The experience of being away 
from home — “‘living’’ with new 
friends, ‘‘learning’’ new crafts and 
skills, ‘‘doing’’ things for and by 
themselves — may bring new 
dimension into a girl’s life. 

The troop cabin at the Palomar 
mountain campsite will be com- 
pleted in time for Palomar Resident 
Camp to begin on July 11. The camp 


offers an emphasis on ecology and 
conservation. Backpacking units, 
archery, swimming at a nearby pool 
and canoeing on an adjacent lake 
are planned at the 360-acre site in 
northern San Diego County. 


Young astronomers may enjoy a 
hike to the Palomar Observatory. 
Special interest-group activities will 
be included and a taste of pioneer 
life is assured. Camp staff prepare 
most meals, although girls may oc- 
casionally use their culinary in- 
genuity at camp stoves. Sandy 
Jacob, a council field director, will 
direct camp sessions through Aug. 


25 for girls entering fourth through 
twelfth grades inthe fall. 

Hideout Canyon, a_ perpetually 
popular resident camp located in 
Big Dalton in Glendora, provides an 
introduction to camping for third 
through fifth graders during July 
and August sessions. Campers sleep 
on cots out-of-doors is the emphasis 
at the site. Mini-sessions during two 
long-weekends will also be held at 
‘‘Hideout”’ for girls entering second 
through sixth grades.

Headache Is A Sympton of Migraine

that it attacks 10 per cent of 
the population. Stop and think 
of it nearly 20 million peo- 
ple or 1 in 10 

While migraine can occur 
at any age it generally affects 
persons in their twenties, thir- 
ties and forties. Women are 
more frequently affected than 
men. 

As for effective treatment 
of the migraine, this is a puz- 
zling situation. Too many indi- 
viduals tragically undergo 
such therapeutic procedures 
as foreign protein injections, 
artificial fever, dietary regi- 
mens, glandular therapy, his- 
tamine desensitization, seda- 
tives and operative procedures 
on the cranial arteries. Yet 
these are all designed only to 
reduce the frequency of at- 
tacks yes, only ‘reduce 
the frequency.’ 

We have many individuals 
who have come to us for treat- 
ment of the migraine condi- 
tion. They seek permanent re- 
moval of the conditions that 
bring on migraine. 

Happily I can say that lit- 
erally hundreds have found 
that at our office systematic 
treatment is directed towards 
permanent eradication of mi- 
graine and the resolution of 
the tensions and conflicts that 
surround this most serious 
condition, 
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However migraine is a con- 
dition in itself. 





































Headache is what we call 

the ‘presenting symptom’ 
the one that continues the at- 

tack. It is often preceded by a 
short period of depression, ir- 
ritability, restlessness and 
blurred vision. These symp- 
toms may disappear shortly 
before the headache appears 
or they may persist or merge 
with it 

The pain is usually gener- 
alized but sometimes it 1s con- 
fined to one side of the head 
Symptoms jn an_ individual 
case are apt to follow a pat- 
tern although a migraine suf- 
ferer often has pains on the 
right side in some attacks and 
the lett side in others 

During an attack there is 
usually nausea, zig-zag 
flashes, possible vomiting and 
pain that radiates from the 
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Scout camps
